No. l(3)/74-DUAC.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (a) of Section 27, read wilh Section 6, of Ihe Delhi 
Urban Art Commission Act, 1973 (I of 1974), the Delhi Urban 
Art Commission, wilh the previous approval of the Central 
Governmenl, hereby makes lollowing regulations, namely :— 

CHAPTER I—Preliminary 

1. Shutt title anti Commencement : —( 1 ) These regula¬ 
tions may be called Ihe Delhi Urban Art Commission 
(Conduct of Business) Regulations, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into Aorce on the date of their 
publication in the Ollicial Gazette. 

2. Definition* : —In these regulations, unless the context 
otherwise requires :— 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Delhi Urban Art Commission Act, 
1973 (I of 1974); 

(b) ‘Advisor’ means a person associated with the 
Commission under section 8 ol the Act; 

(c) ‘Chairman’ means the Chairman of the Commi¬ 
ssion; 

(d) ‘Secretary’ means the Secretary of the Commission; 

CHAPTER-II 

Meetings of the Commission and procedure for conduct of 
business thereat. 

3. Ordinary Meetings ;—Ordinary meetings of the Com¬ 
mission shall be held at least twice a month. 

Provided that between two successive meetings there 
shall not ordinarily be an interval of more than twenty- 
days. 

4. Extia-oiilinury Meetings :—-The Chairman may, when¬ 
ever he thinks fit, and shall upon a written request by 
a member, call an extraordinary meeting of the Commi¬ 
ssion to consider an urgent matter of importance. 

5. Place of meetings and notice therefor : —(1) The meet¬ 
ing of the Commission shall ordinarily be held in its 
office in Delhi. 

(2) Each member shall be given notice of not less than 
five days in the case of ordinary meetings and not 
less than two days in the case of extraordinary 
meetings. 

(3) The notice shall be under the signature of the 
Secretary and shall be accompanied by the agenda 
for the meeting, 

(4) The notice shall specify the time, date and place 
of the meeting. 

6. Presiding at the meetings :—(1 ) The meetings of the 
Commission shall be presided over by the Chairman 
and in his absence by a person elected by the members 
present from among themselves. 

7. Quotum : —The quorum to constitute a meeting of the 
Commission shall be two members. 

8. Association of Advisois : —(I) The Commission may 
invite advisors to participate in its meetings. 

(2) The advisors so invited shall have the right to take 
part in the discussions relevant for the purpose for 
which they are invited but shall not have any right to 
vote at the meeting and the Advisors present shall leave 
the meeting room before votes arc taken. 

9. Matters to be included in agenda: —Cases received, 
complete in all respects, at least seven days before the 
date of the meeting of the Commission, may be included 
in the agenda for an ordinary meeting of the Commi¬ 
ssion. 

Provided that the Chairman may direct the Secre¬ 
tary to include in the agenda for a meeting any case 
which, in the opinion of the Chairman, is urgent, irres¬ 
pective of any deficiency in regard to particulars, or 
delay in the date of its receipt and the Secretary shall 
thereupon include the same in the agenda. 

10. Procedure for decision :—(1) Cases placed before the 
Commission shall, as far as possible, he decided by a 
broad consensus and if it becomes necessary to take 
votes, the decision shall be by a majority of the mem¬ 
bers present and voting. 


(2) In Ihe ease of equality of votes, (a) if the Chairman 
is present, he shall have and exercise a second and 
easting vote; and 

(b) if the Chairman is not present, the decision on 
the matter shall be postponed to a meeting of the_Com¬ 
mission where the Chairman is present. 

Decision on building or engineering projects 
Matters relating to building or engineering projects 
shall ordinatily not be decided at a meeting of the 
C ommission unless a member of Advisor with architec¬ 
tural qualifications or backgrounds is present. 

12. Minutes of meetings (1) Minutes of the proceedings 
at each meeting shall be kept by the Secretary in a 
Minute Book and the names of members and advisors, 
it any. present at the meeting shall also be recorded 
therein. 

(2) The minutes shall be confirmed at the next meeting 
of the Co mmi ssion and the confirmation shatll be 
endorsed in the Minute Book by the Chairman, or as 
the case may be, by any other member chosen to pre¬ 
side over that meeting in the absence the Chairman, 
and shall be open for inspection by any member dur¬ 
ing olficc hours. 

(3) No person shall be entitled to raise any objection

No. 3(8 )/74-DUAC,—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 27 of the Delhi Urban Art Commission Act, 1973, 
(1 of 1974) read with sub-section (3) ol section 9 thereof, 
tb c Delhi LIrban An Commission, with the previous approval 
of the Central Government, hereby makes the following regu¬ 
lations regulating the method of recruitment to the ministerial 
and non-ministerial posts in the said Commission, namely ;— 

1. Short title and commencement. —(1) These regulations 
may be called the Delhi Urban Art Commission (Ministerial 
and Non-Ministerial posts) Recruitment Regulations, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the official Gazette. 

2. Application. —These regulations shall apply to the posts 
specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these regu¬ 
lations. 

3. Classification and Scale of pay. —The classification and 
scale of pay attached to the said posts shall be as specified in 
columns 2 and 3 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. 
—The method of recruitment, ngc limit, qualifications and 
othci matters connected therewilh shall bo as specified in 
columns 4 to 9 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5 Disqualification. —No person— 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 
(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a mainagc with any person, shall be eligi¬ 
ble for appointment to any of the said posts. 

Ptovided that the Commission may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and that 
there aie other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this regulation. 

6, Power to relax. —Where the Commission is of the 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
ordei and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these regulations with respect to any 
class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Savings.- —Nothing in these regulations shall affect reser¬ 
vation and other concessions required to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special cate¬ 
gories of peisons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.
